T.aclies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Puldic  Health  Department  during  1900.  The  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  80th  in  the  series. 

These  Reports  have  been  presented  by  your  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  as  follows;—

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

019  live  births  were  registered;  1 more  than  in  1959.  This 
gives  a Birth  Rate  of  10. .3  per  1,000  population  and,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  15.8. 
It  compares  favourably  with  the  County  ligure  of  10.1.  The  National 
figure  is  10.5.  There  were  10  still-births  notified  and  15  of  all  births 
were  illegitimate. 

214  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rato  of 
11.0  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Rate  of  11.7. 

In  view  of  the  system  introduced  by  the  Registrar  General 
whereby  deaths  occurring  in  St.  JohiTs  Hospital  within  six  months 
of  admission  are  deducted  from  the  Borough’s  total  deaths  I have 
decided  not  to  continue  a Locally  Adjusted  Death  Rate.  The 
dlfl’erence  between  the  two  rates  is  hardly  significant. 

16  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year;  15  occurred 
in  the  first  3 months  of  life  and  9 of  them  in  the  first  week.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  50.2.  The  County  Rate  was  22.5  and 
the  National  Rato  was  21.7. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

73  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred  in  1960. 
32  of  them  being  measles 

POLIOMYELITIS  PREVENTION. 

The  response  from  children  and  adolescents  was  fairly  satis- 
factory throughout  the  year  but  the  extension  of  the  scheme  to 
inehide  those  between  the  ages  of  26  and  40  years  met  with  only 
lukewarm  support.  Approximately  70%  of  the  population  at  risk — 

6 months  to  40  years  of  age,  has  been  vaccinated. 
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Throughout  the  country  generally  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis 
was  low  and  no  eases  were  notified  locally.  Although  poliomyelitis 
is  an  erratic,  seasonal  and  varying  regional  disease  there  is  strong 
evidence  building  up  that  it  can  be  controlled  and  eventually 
eliminated  by  a high  percentage  of  vaccination. 

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

'Idle  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  came  into  force  during  the 
year  and  was  fully  operational  by  1st  November.  Two  new 
jirinciples  form  the  liasis  of  the  Act.  Firstly  that  mental  disorder 
is  a matter  for  tr('atinent  and  not  custodianship  and  that  there 
should  be  no  more  formality  or  stigma  attached  to  entering  a 
mental  hospital  for  treatment  than  going  into  a genei'al  hospital 
for  any  physical  treatment.  CAinpulsory  detention,  with  many  safe- 
guards, still  remains  for  those  who  must  be  detained  in  their  own 
interests  and  for  the  safety  of  others. 

Secondly  it  has  been  realised  that  too  many  people  are  in 
mental  hospitals  when  they  need  not  be.  The  Act  decrees  that  those 
recjuiring  some  treatment  for  mental  disorder  without  needing  to  be 
in  hospital  shall  be  looked  after  in  the  general  community. 

The  terms  ^duiiacy”  and  “mental  deficiency’’  disappear  and  are 
replaced  by^  the  term  “mental  disorder”  with  four  categorie.s — 
mental  illness,  severe  subnormality,  subnormality  and  psychopathic 
disorder. 

The  duly  authorised  officers  of  the  Welfare  Department  van- 
ished to  be  reincarnated  as  Mental  Welfare  Officers  of  the  Health 
Department. 

The  County  Council’s  comprehensive  Mental  Health  scheme  is 
coming  into  operation  smoothly  and  in  stages,  but  the  full  imple- 
mentation of  the  Act  will  take  considerable  time  and  experiment- 
ation. 

As  part  of  the  scheme  the  building  of  an  Occupation  Centre  for 
the  training  of  severely  subnormal  children  and  adults  was  begun 
during  the  year  at  llawclift'e. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  makes  only  brief  reference 
in  his  Report  to  the  surveys  which  have  been  made  with  a view  to 
creating  Smoke  Control  Areas.  The  lack  of  progress,  or  rather 
regression,  is  a cause  for  disap])ointment  to  the  officers  concerned. 
The  least  I can  do  is  to  record  for  posterity  an  appreciation  of  tlu' 
very  excellent  and  comprehensive  surveys  made  by  Mr.  Black  and 
his  staff  and  to  hope  that  they  will  receive  a more  favourable 
reception  at  some  future  date. 

Although  control  of  the  high  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution 
from  domestic  fires  has  been  deferred  other  sources  of  pollution  arc 
subject  to  control  and  are  kept  under  active  observation.  It  has 
been  disconcerting  to  find  a hospital  amongst  the  worst  offenders 
in  this  respect.  The  installation  of  new  plant  at  St.  John’s  Hospital 
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should  reiiiOA'e  that  hospital  from  the  black  list  but  for  a period 
each  year  BartliolomeAV  Hos])ital  ])rovides  a horrible  example  of 
liow  to  pollute  the  atmosphere  most  eft’ectively.  During  the  anuujil 
overhaul  or  re|)air  of  this  hos})ital’s  new  boiler  the  anachronistic 
hand-tired  boiler  is  I’esurrected  and  inundates  the  Cliftoti  Gardens 
area  of  the  town  with  a heavy  pall  of  smoke  and  grit  several  times 
a day. 

If  Bartholomew  Hospital  is  to  maintain  the  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness in  all  respects  which  is  expected  of  hospitals,  internally  and 
externally,  it  Avill  be  necessary  to  scra[)  this  inethcient  reser\ e 
I>oiler  or  to  make  sul>stantial  improvements  to  the  smoke  stack 
l)efore  the  next  annual  overhaul  of  the  main  boiler  is  due. 

Xo  amount  Of  neAv  Iniilding  for  the  sick  will  compensate  for 
the  Beg'ional  Hosp)ital  Board’s  inditferem'e  towards  the  Avelfare  of 
the  healthy. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Ooinmittee  nioditled 
their  chiropody  scheme,  which  had  been  operating  for  several  years, 
to  include  all  persons  of  pensionable  age,  the  ])hysically  handi- 
capped and  expectant  mothers.  The  Local  Health  Authority 
accepted  tinancial  responsibility  and  treatment  is  now  free  for  these 
categories.  The  scheme  is  running  smoothly  and  ineets  a long  felt 
want  . 

In  conclusion  I am  grateful  for  the  continued  sup])Ort  and 
interest  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee and  for  the  etHciency  and  co-0]:)eration  of  the  staffs  of  the 
I’ublic  Health  Department  and  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  and  of 
the  Medical  and  Nursing  Officers  and  Voluntary  Workers  at  the 
Clinic.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


•.% 
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Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
easteioi  ])ottion  of  the  West  Hiding  of  Yorkshire, 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  ])revented  from  overflowing  l\v  aitiheally  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
l.)elow  the  i>eat  is  a lay(*r  nf  laminated  clay  ^vhich  is  generally 
covered  with  a thin  l)ed  of  sand. 

Although  (took'  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,2(37  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Eural  District  with  an  area  of  over  88,000 
acres.  Its  next  neaiaest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Eural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Hiding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  ])rodu('ed  in  the  8outh  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
impoi't  and  export  of  general  merchandise  Ireing  the  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipjiing,  shiplmilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser,  iibre-glass  and  dextrine  manufacture, 
wholesale  clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  tiaides.  The 
Corporation  own  the  water  undertaking,  market  hall,  cattle  market, 
slaughterhouse,  lifirary,  ])arks  and  public  gardens,  juildic  baths,  and 
a pleasure  ground  for  outdoor  athletic  jmrsuits.  The  Coiporation 
owms  1887  dwellings  and  has  made  provision  for  the  Imilding  of 
another  three  hundred  but  these  plans  have  not  yet  come  to 
fruition  due  to  a series  of  frustrating  delavs.  Everv  house  has 
an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is  now  entirely 
on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment  is  very 
good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well  being  of  tlie  people. 
With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have  been 
properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole  can 
be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  administered  small  towm, 
wTth  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite 
the  very  flat  nature  of  the  country  side  which  is  said  to  resemble 
the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

T have  the  honoui'  to  submit  to  you  my  twenty-fifth  Annual 
Repoit  on  the  Ibi vironmental  and  Food  Hygiene  Sections  of  the 
Public'  Health  Department,  having  entered  your  service  in  .January 
l!f)().  The  nunilier  of  complaints  brought  to  the  department  by 
memliers  of  the  public  was  45(5  as  against  572  last  year.  There 
appear  to  be  two  explanations  for  this.  Since  landlords  were 
allowed  to  increase  rents  they  have  been  more  willing  to  undertake 
works  of  re])air  and  tenants  have  not  been  under  the  same  need  to 
seek  the  help  of  the  department.  On  the  other  hand  some  landlords 
have  not  increased  their  rents  and  tenants  have  been  unwilling  to 
bring  complaints  to  the  department  as  they  •would  rather  sutfer  the 
incoiu  enience  of  disrepair  than  pay  a higher  rent.  No  applications 
have  been  made  during  the  year  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair,  and 
this  again  is  probably  due  to  the  same  reasons. 

During  the  year  the  following  houses  were  demolished: — 85, 
87,  89  and  91  South  Street,  The  Free  Gardeners  Arms,  Dock  Street, 
5 Chapel  Street,  and  the  following  houses  were  closed: — 10  Moor- 
land Road,  9 Capstan  Street,  1 Princess  Street,  .88  Vermuyden 
Terrace.  The  147  houses  in  the  Old  Goole  Slum  Clearance  Scheme 
were  officially  represented  during  the  year  and  the  Council  has 
declared  them  a Clearance  Area.  The  houses  in  which  the  displaced 
persons  are  to  lie  rehoused  have  been  started  and  it  is  hoped  that 
ihe  first  stage  of  the  scheme  will  be  completed  during  1961.  101 

preliminary  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  investigated 
and  provisional  approval  was  given  to  109,  one  being  refused.  8 
applications  were  not  proceeded  with  and  75  schemes  received  final 
approval,  70  of  these  being  for  discretionary  grants  and  5 for 
standard  grants.  One  of  the  approved  schemes  was  for  the  con- 
version of  a house  into  two  self-contained  flats,  the  5 standard 
grants  were  for  the  installation  of  inside  W.C.s  and  the  70  discre- 
tionary grants  were  for  the  construction  of  bathrooms  and  similar 
impi'ovemeni s.  Details  of  the  costs  of  tlu'se  schemes  are  s(*t  out  on 
])age  82.  TIk'  details  regarding  new  applications  for  council  houses, 
the  state  of  the  4i\e’  application  list  and  the  manner  in  whicli 
houses  have  been  let  are  set  out  on  page  81. 

1 have  nothing  to  add  to  my  remarks  regarding  overcrowding 
on  page  22  of  last  yearfs  report  excepting  that  the  number  of 
families  living  as  sub-tenants  or  lodgers  and  applying  for  Council 
houses  has  gone  ui»  from  114  to  182.  At  the  ('lose  of  the  year  tlu' 
repairs  and  impi-ovenients  retpiired  at  the  slaughterhouse  which 
were  set  out  on  pages  28  and  29  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1959  had 
not  been  completed  but  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be  completed 
before  the  operative  date  which  is  the  Ist  April,  1961.  The  total 
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number  of  animals  passing  through  the  slaughterhouse  shovv^s  a 
slight  increase  on  1959  and  I draw  your  special  attention  to  the 
decline  in  the  incidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  shown  on  pages  28,  90. 
The  occupiers  of  the  meat  and  lish  stalls  on  the  Public  Market  have 
complained  to  me  that  the  perspex  covers  provided  for  the  protec- 
tion of  food  on  the  front  of  the  stalls  have  not  proved  satisfactory, 
because  even  with  normal  careful  usage  they  fracture  very  quickly 
and  cleansing  operations  cause  the  surfaces  to  be  roughened  and 
opacpie.  My  own  observations  confirm  this  and  the  tenants  ask  if 
a more  suitable  foi'in  of  ])roteetion  can  be  provided.  Their  sug- 
gestion is  that  a vertical  screen  of  plate  glass  about  twelve  inch(‘s 
high  would  be  adec^uate  and  with  this  T am  inclined  to  agree. 
I received  a complaint  regarding  some  ice  cream  which  was 
alleged  to  contain  a foreign  body.  I sulimitted  the  oViject  whicli 
was  brought  to  me  to  the  Imspector  of  Food  and  Drugs  for  the  West 
biding  County  Council  and  he  has  reported  to  me  that  the  object 
complained  of  was  a ])iece  of  toffee.  I have  taken  u)*  with  the 
dealer  the  unsatisfactory  manner  in  wliich  he  stores  ciates  of  empty 
milk  bottles  in  the  common  passage  at  the  rear  of  Pasture  Roarl 
and  he  has  now  constructed  a platform  so  that  the  crates  are  raised 
above  the  level  at  which  they  can  be  contaminated  by  dogs  and 
other  animals.  An  employee  on  a fruit  stall  in  the  market  was 
prosecuted  and  fined  £2  for  smoking  while  engaged  in  the  handling 
of  food.  Since  then  large  notices  have  been  exhibited  in  the  Market 
Hall  prohibiting  smoking  and  the  response  by  stallholders  and  the 
public  has  been  noticeable.  A firm  of  manufacturers  was  lined  £10 
and  costs  subsequent  to  a safety-pin  being  found  in  a fishcake.  A 
complaint  was  received  regarding  a loaf  of  bread  but  the  Council 
considered  that  the  explanation  off'ered  liy  the  maker  was  satis- 
factory and  no  further  action  was  taken.  A washbasin  has  been 
provided  in  the  laundry  at  the  Public  Baths  for  the  use  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  in  the  servery  Imt  the  position  in 
which  it  has  been  placed  is  not  satisfactory  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  will  be  remedied  in  the  re-organisations  which  are  to  take  place 
in  the  servery.  90  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  during  the 
year  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  except  one  proved 
satisfactory.  During  the  year  many  certificates  were  issued  for  food 
which  had  been  voluntarily  surrendered  liy  shop-keepers. 

Only  designated  milks  are  now  sold  in  the  Borough  and  from 
the  lieginning  of  1961  the  licences  will  be  issued  liy  the  West  biding 
County  Council.  When  plans  for  alterations  at  the  Peacock  Hotel 
were  submitted  the  attention  of  the  owners  was  drawn  to  short- 
comings regarding  sanitary  accommodation  and  the  provision  of 
washing  accommodation  for  employees.  The  owners  readily  agreed 
to  remedy  these.  The  attention  of  the  owners  of  the  North  Eastern 
Hotel  has  been  drawn  to  the  insufficiency  of  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion for  males.  Plans  have  been  submitted  remedying  this  defect 
but  have  not  yet  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Committee. 
Further  to  my  previous  reports  regarding  the  lack  of  proper  sanitary 
and  washing  accommodation  for  male  and  female  staff  at  Messrs. 
Fleming  & Sons,  Furnishers,  I now  have  to  report  that  plans  have 
been  submitted  for  new  premises  to  include  ample  sanitary  and 
washing  accommodation  separate  for  males  and  females. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Oil  the  instructions  of  the  Council  a detailed  survey  was  made 
of  part  of  the  (huitral  Ward  for  the  purjioses  of  inakiiif^  it  a 8moke 
Oontrol  Area.  A further  detailed  survey  was  made  of  part  of  the 
West  Ward  with  the  same  intention  Imt  in  October  the  Council 
rescinded  its  previous  ri'solutions  ii'^ardinj^  Smoke  (Control  Areas 
and  theri',  for  the  time,  tlie  matter  lii's.  The  new  boiler  plant  is 
now  in  opeiation  at  8t.  .Tohns  Hos})ital  and  teetliing  troubles  are 
being  experienced  but  these  are  having  constant  investigation.  In 
leply  to  complaints  I have  made  to  the  British  Transport  Commis- 
sion regarding  excessive  emission  of  smoke  from  locomoti^ms  while 
standing  in  the  passenger  station  I ha^^e  received  a letter  from  thi' 
District  Motive  Po^^'er  Superintimdent  promising  action.  The  use 
of  coal  as  a fuel  in  fried  fish  ranges  is  a bad  source  of  air  pollution 
and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  discourage  its  use.  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  of  the  23  fried  fish  shops  now  operating  in  the  town 
11  have  been  converted  from  coal  to  gas,  2 from  gas  to  electricity, 
2 to  partly  gas  and  partly  coal  leaving  only  8 using  no  other  fuel 
but  coal  The  Borough  Surveyor  has  been  instructed  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  the  culverting  of  Hook  Drain  over  a period  of  years. 
Plans  have  now  been  submitted  for  stage  one  of  the  alterations  to 
Pasture  Eoad  school  and  this  includes  the  provision  of  internal 
sanitary  and  washing  accommodation  for  girls.  Similar  provision 
Avill  lie  made  foi'  boys  in  stage  two  of  the  scheme.  The  two  pail 
(dosets  remaining  in  North  Street  are  still  in  use.  The  pail  closet 
at  Potter  Grange  Farm  has  been  aliolished.  Three  pet  shops  are  on 
the  registei’,  two  of  them  operating  in  the  Public  Market  only.  The 
land  in  Swinefleet  Road  known  as  Hunt’s  Corner  is  still  used  bv 

t 

members  of  the  Showman’s  Guild  and  minor  difficulties  arise  from 
time  to  time  from  itinerent  ^'an  dwellers  wlio  go  on  the  land- 
wit  hout  authority,  but  these  are  quickly  dealt  with. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


One  hundred  and  three  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and 
eighteen  of  mice  infestation  were  receixed  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

Treatment  of  infested  dwelling-houses  was  carried  out  by  the 
(h)uncil’s  rodent  operative  and  in  the  case  of  business  premises,  the 
occupiers  were  given  advice  on  the  most  suitable  methods  of  erad- 
ication. Tboperty  and  allotments  owned  by  the  Council  were 
regularly  surveyed  and  treated  when  necessary  and  these  together 
with  complaints  received  from  householders  and  business  premises 
necessitated  1,455  visits  liy  the  rodent  operative.

Prolongt'd  treatment  and  investigation  into  the  infestation  by 
rats  of  a block  of  live  Council  houses  has  once  more  illustrated  the 
importance  of  properly  sealing  holes  left  in  external  walls  for  the 
entry  of  drains  and  gas  and  water  service  pipes. 


The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Airmyn  Wood  received  constant 
attention  during  the  year  and  a full  scale  treatment  was  carried  out 
on  two  occasions.  Outbreaks  of  lire  caused  tipping  to  be  carried 
out  at  >mrious  parts  of  the  tip  resulting  in  the  exposure  of  uncov- 
ered refuse  and  this  hampered  the  efforts  of  the  rodent  operative. 


Only  one  outworker  has  been  notified,  a woman  employed  in 
home  knitting. 

22  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  and  all  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 
2 samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  these  also  were 
satisfactory  and  a copy  of  the  analyst’s  report  is  given  on  page  32. 
15  samples  of  water  from  the  pool  at  the  Public  Swimming  Batlm 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  proved 
satisfactory. 


HOOK  DRAIN. 

In  iMarch  1 again  rejmrted  on  the  state  of  this  drain  and 
refreshed  the  memories  of  members  by  cpioting  from  Annual 
Ke})orts  for  1040,  104.3,  104().  1047,  104S,  1040  and  leminded  mem- 
Vjei's  that  as  long  ago  as  1000  the  County  JMedical  Otlicer  had 
reported  adxeisely  on  the  condition  of  the  drain.  The  Surveyor 
was  instructed  to  ]»i'epare  a scheme  for  the  culverting  of  the  drain, 
sueh  scheme  to  be  phased.

'rhe  almost  dramatic  decline  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  found 
in  cattle  slaughtered  in  the  public  abattoir  is  ■worthy  of  special 
iiKvation  and  1 have  set  out  in  two  tables  l.)eloAv  the  statistics  for 
the  ten  year  pcudod  1!)51  to  19d0,  expressed  as  percentages  of  the 
total  animals  examined  and  as  actual  numbers.  The  lirst  four  years 
of  the  decade  under  review  were  abnormal  in  that  meat  control 
was  still  in  force  but  the  figures  and  percentages  for  the  remaining 
six  normal  years  fully  exemplify  the  amazing  improvement  resulting 
from  the  enlightened  policy  of  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

It  should  be  noted  that  aged  persons  constitute  roughly  one-fifth  of 
the  applications  during  1960,  one-fifth  of  the  total  dive’  applica- 
tions, and  one  fifth  of  the  available  tenancies  during  the  year  were 
allocated  to  aged  persons.  I would  earnestly  reiterate  the  remarks 
I made  on  pages  26  and  27  of  last  years  Annual  Keport  regarding 
the  pi’ovdsion  of  more  dw'ellings  for  elderly  persons  and  persons 
living  alone.  Those  applicants  who  are  living  in  houses  classified 
as  unfit  will  be  i-ehoused  as  the  Slum  (dearance  Schemes  pi-oc('ed  to 
fruition  but  unless  the  pool  of  houses  is  increased  there  is  little 
hope  for  the  applicants  wdio  are  living  as  sub-tenants  and  lodgers. 
The  number  of  these  is  roughly  the  same  number  as  the  aged  and 
single  persons  w'^ho  seek  accommodation,  so  that  if  they  could  be 
rehoused  the  former  would  probably  be  absorbed  in  the  houses 
released  in  the  process.
